‘A TYPHOON IN THE CHINA SEA. 

The following information, which has been 
kindly forwarded to us by Captain Thomsett, 
the Harbour Master ‘here, we give at once 
exnotly as it wag received. It may or may 
not be important so far as the probabilities 
affect us; but‘it is cortainly « good thing-to. 
know of the occurrence of a typhoon in the 
China Sea, and the direction takon by the 
storm. There was a general feeling that 
the recerit hoat, would culmjnute in some 
atmospheric disturbance, herd or in’ the 
vicinity, and wiseacres give it out that the 
westerly wind and falling barometer of 
Monday ‘did not look’ reassuring. This 
storm which has passed over Manila is aup-, 
posed t0 have been brewed in the Pacific, 
and that it-must huve been weakened in its 
force.ere it reached Manila. The- Biro- 
metrical reading reported from Manila as 
that when the typhoon was raging (29.524) 
by no means indicates a seyere cyclone, 28 
‘tho glass herd generally reaches almost as 
‘low a point when: we are looking out for bad 
weather. Tust year, for instance, “it got 
down as: low as 29.60, when nothing but 
oxpectant anxiety was experienced. If the 
track. of this storm, howevor, ‘should be. 
stedfustly followed, and if it does not apend 
itself before the next three days are over, 
wo may hear something .of this unseason- 
able , visitant bofore ‘thé. ‘end of the 
week, This morning the storm Was, as’ we 
presume, off the West Const of Luzon, tra- 
velling Westward ‘with ‘& very little incli- 
nation to the North.
